:'' In a comnuinicalion to a newspaper a writer who is a friend 
of hospitals comments on the published complaint of a person 
who was treated in a hospital and was not satisfied with (he 
care he received. For this reason he criticised hospitals in 
gen- 


eral at least those in the big city in which he lives, and declared 
that they are not entitled to the support which they receive 
from the public. 


The critic of the critic makes a ^ood point when he says that 


not all hospitals are alike and that not all of the people in 
chanre of them are alike. And he makes another when he 
savs'lhat if there was reason for complaint it should have been 
made at the time to the authorities of the hospital in which the 
neelect is alleged to have taken place. 
"\( is the duty," he 


says "of those who feel that they are not receiving proper 
altention to make complaint at the time lo the responsible 
authorities. There is no reason to believe that hospital super- 
intendents or trustees would ignore such complaints if prop- 
erly and promptly brought to their attention." 


And that is true. If complaint is to be made it should be 


made to Hie proper authorities at the time of the grievance and 
not reserved for the columns of the newspapers at a later date. 
If a well grounded complaint were ignored it might ihen be 
proner to carry the matter to the public, but not before. 


It is altogether too. laje in the day to attempt to create preju- 


dice against the hospital as an indispensable institution c.f 
modem life. It has been in the field loo long and has done its 
work too well to be waved aside by any person- 01 persons 


' feeling that their care and treatment have fallen short of ex- 


pectations. There may he, and probably are, individual cases 
of oversight in practically every.hospital, but due allowance 
should be made for the pressure under which much of their 
work is done, and if complaint there is to be it should be made 
at the time and lo the officials in charge. 


But the'hospital as an institution is something of which the 


public has a right to be proud, and the public's generous 
sup- 


port is fully warranted by the work which these institutions 


/are doing every day in the year. The sick and injured are 


cared for by skilled physicians and attendants having the best 
facilities at their command, and their work speaks for itself. 
There is hardly a community in the land that lias not living 
testimonials to the efficiency of.the hospitals. Most of these 
not only have no criticism to offer, but are loud in praise 01 
the institutions and in expressions of appreciation of what was 
done for them in time of trouble.
